There are many species of the mos- 
quito, all differing somewhat in habi' 
and season of appearance, ami doubt h-os 
also, in mode of development, wdiioh. in 
fact, has Iteeu studied in but few. They 
occur everywhere, whether in the torrid 
or the arctic zone, and are nowhere 
more numerous or tormenting than in 
Lapland. 

Both the fly and mosquito are great 
scavengers in infancy, fhe one purifying 
the air we breath, the other the water we 
drink. They perform, in this Way, an 
indirect service to man which few, per- 
haps, appreciate, and which somewhat 
atones for the bad habits in maturity. —

These pedes 
would hold a dozen or more pairs, and it 
was a novel sight to see the bootblacks 
passing to and fro. The boots were al- 
most invariably blacked on a tree last. 
Most of the blacking was done by the 
week or month, and the bills sent in 
were a curiosity in their way. But those 
were good old times.

We were once misguided enough tc 
Inquire of some native officials in India 
what instruments of music their town 
possessed, aud were waited npon next 
day, in consequence, by all the music- 
ians of the place. First came a group 
of nine women who sang some wild and 
plaintive strums in unison in a minor 
key ; one of them Yept time by 
occasionally snapping her lingers, while 
another performed a rude aeeompani 
ment on a small barrel-shaped drum, 
the ends of which were covered with 
goatskin. The head-dress of some ot 
these singers was peculiar, aud consisted 
of folds of calico over the head and 
ronnd the throat, rather like the drop 
ery of some orders of nuns, and similar 
to that given by painters to St Anna, 
and other holy women of the Bible. The 
grouping of these people, os they sat 
close together on the ground, was ex 
tremely pietnresqne ; and listening to 
the wad sweetness of ffteir strains, one 
could easily imagine such to have been 
the appearance and the melody of thf 
daughters of Jerusalem as thej la 
mented by the waters of Babylon. 

The singing ended, a man was seen te 
rise iu the background, lifting un enor- 
mous brazen trumpet nearly as long as- 
himself, on which he blew two most tor 
rifie blasts, excruciating la English ear.-. 
These sounds were prolonged, and 
seemed to sink down through a lone 
wailing discord inexpressibly paiufol tc 
listen .to, but not unlrequently to be 
heard in that district of the Punjab.

The prime object iu creating this Board J 
was to adjust and settle the evils com I 
plained of on principles that will be just 
and fair lo the producer and shipper on j 
the one hand, and the railroad companies 
on the other. 

This we propose to do if we csn. But 
wc c.mnot accomplish anything in this 
direction unless we he«S> ihe hearty co- 
operation of ihose who leel aggrieved. 

We therefore respectfully but urgently 
request all those having complaints 
against railroad companies to forward 
them to us, in writing, as soon as possi-
